Before Alumni of School

Mother an Honored Guest

Dr. Butler and Gen. Bullard
Eiilogize Aviator and Oth¬
ers Who Died in the War

Majot John Purroy Mitchel, ex-

Mayor of New York, who died in the
aviation service during* the war, was

honored yesterday afternoon at Coium-
bia University before one of the larg¬
est gatherings of alumni and friends
ever assembled at Morningside Heights.
The annual alumni day celebration this
year wa dedicated to the memory of
Major Mitchel and the other Columbia
.:'en who gave their lives in the service
of their country,
The central event of the ceremonies

was tho unveiling of a bronze portrait
panel, the work of Jo Davidson, on the
trranitc walls supporting the great
stone urns of Hamilton Hall, at 116th
Street and Amsterdam Avenue. It waa

unvelled hy Major Mitchel'a widow.
His mother stood beside her. The
panel, whieh was presented to Colum¬
bia by MBJor Mitchel'a clasa of '99,
beara a protit of tho Mayor and the
following inscription:
"The class ot l,S9y dedicates this me¬

morial to John Purroy Mitchel, '99.
Born July 19, 1879; died July 6, 1918.
President ol" the Board of Aldermen.1909-18, Collector of the Port of1
New York, 19L". Mayor of the Cityof New York, 1914-'17. Major in the
Aviation Corps, U. S. A. 1918. A fear-
iess public servant who died in the
great cause of a world's freedom."

Otto H, Hinck, president of Mayor'Mitchel'a class, presented the memorial
panel, which was accepted by ColonelWilliatn Barclay Parsons, chairman ofthe board of trustees.

Dr. Butler Eulogizes Heroes
Addresses, eulor-L.ing Major Mitchel

and other Columbia heroes. were made
by President Nicholas Murray Butler,representing Columbia; Major GeneralRobert L. Bullard, for the army;George McAr.eny, president of theBoard of Aldirmen durinjr the Mitchel
administration; Colonel Artiur Wcods,representing John Purroy MitchelPoat, 208, and Professor Ilans W.Zinsser, representing the class of '99!

In accepting the memorial tablet forthe university Colonel arsons said:
"Sometimes people who use wordswithout weighing in full their meaningspeak of service terminated as his was

aa being the 'great sacrifice.' I am
sure that no one would have apurnedBUch a description of his death more
than Mitchel. I am sure that he would
have said that for one's country thero
can be no such thing aa a sacrifice, let
alone a sacrifice that can be qualiiiedby size.
"That is something that a great uni-

vtrsity should teach, aomething that'
we as members of tho university should
each one of us teach, something that
this memorial does teach.

Preaident Butler said that the day

was one of reunion and recollection of
men who have given their aervicea to
the university and to the atatc.

"It is an honor to the university," he
said, "that Columbia gave to the roll
or" great mayors of New York Clty auch
men as De Witt Clinton, Abram S.
Hcwltt, Seth Low and John Purroy
Mitchel."-

Representing the army, Major Gen¬
eral Bullard said:
"Could any time be more fitting or

appropriate for thia than the birthday
01 him who, speaking to another gen¬
eration and of other patriot3, seemi to
be speaking to us to-day of ours. 'The
world will little note nor long remem¬
ber what we Bay here, but it can
never forget what they did.' We can¬
not speak and we will not speak of
Mitchel and these others as dead. We
eommemorate them as spirits, aa liv¬
ing. We must hold their soul, their
spirit, about and among us alwavs;for losing it, we shall be lost. The
dangers of all time have not been
crowded into one war.
"Such was their spirit, such their

serviee. Some fell in camp and some
in battle, some at home and some on
the fields of France; but wherever
nnd however, all fell alike, in honor in
the service of their country. All alike
merit our gratitude and our reverence.
It should be, it must be, no cause of
regret that some, as Mitchel, did not
fall in battle. It is enough that thiyfell in service where placed in their
country's need. For this is the sol-
dier's glory: to play well the given
part; but to choose it, and where, be-
longs to his country."

The Metropolitan Museum of Art
will open nn exhibition of the ct.ched
work of Julian Alden Weir this after¬
noon in two oi* the. galleries of the
department of prints. The exhibition
has been made possible by the nrtist's
family, who have lent the pieces neces¬
sary to fill out thc museum's collec¬
tion of his prints.
Two. paintings of the school of

Siena have been added recently to the
museum's collection. The older of
these dates from the early years
of the fourteenth century. It shows the
Madonna and Child in half length and
below the Annunciation and the
Nativity. The other work is about a
century and a half later. The panel is
a fragment, perhaps of a decoration
for a marriage chest, nnd shows the
triumph of n lady wearing a brocaded
gown of the color of tarnished silver.
Laces from the Ida Sehiff collection

recontly have been acquired by the
museum. Mme. SchifT'a collection inits entirety was exhlbited in Rome
about 1901 at the Castle of Sant Angelo.where a special gallery was st aside
for the display. It has now been
divided among three museums.New
York, Cleveland and Minneapolia.The part in the Metropolitan Museum
numbera 377 pieces and will be ex¬hlbited in Gallery H 22-A, beginningto-day.

Bishop Farrelly }of
Cleveland Dies on

Visit to Tennelssee
Was for 16 Years Spiritual

Adviser of Ameriean Col¬
lege in Rome, Later Privy
Chamberlain to the Pope

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 12..The
Right Rev. John P. Farrelly, Bishop of
the diocese of Cleveland, Ohio, who
wna taken ill whilo celebrating mass

here last Sunday morning, died this
afternoon at the residence of Alex¬
ander Bonnyman.
Thc first indication of illness was a

slight cold, which' lapidly developed
into pneumonia, and resulted on Fri¬
day in a heart affection. Several local
physicians were called into consulta¬
tion with Dr. Merric, of Cleveland, the
Bishop's personal physician.

Last rites of the Roman Catholic
Chu*rch were adminiatered early in the
afternoon by the Rev. William A.
Scully, chancellor of the Cleveland
diocese, and by the Rev. Francis Grady,
of the Church of the Immaculate Con-
ception, Knoxville.
The body will be sent from here to¬

morrow and arrive at Cleveland Mon¬
day. No funeral services will be held
here.
The funeral will be held in St.

John's Cathedral at Cleveland at 10
o'clock Thursday morning. Archbishop
Moeller, of Cincinnati, ia expected to
be celebrant of the solemn requiem
mass.

The fourth Bishop of the Roman
Catholic Diocese of Cleveland, the Right
Rev. Dr. John P. Farrelly, was the son

of John P. and Martha Clay Far¬
relly and was born at Memphis, Tenn.,
on March 15. 1856. Destined in child-
hood for holy orders. he was educated
at Georgetown College, D. C; at Notre
Dame dc la Paix, Namur, Belgium, and
at the American College in Rome.
He was ordained to the priest'iood

on May 22, 1880, in the famous Church
of St. John Lateran, Rome, and then
spent two years traveling in Palcjtine
and the Levant. Returning to his na¬

tive state, he became one of the utaff
of clergy at the Cathedral in Nashville.
He was the first assistant at the Cathe-
dral until 1886, when he was made
chancellor of the diocese. He hlled
that office until 1893, when he went to
Rome to be for sixteen years the snir-

itual adviser of the American Coi cge
and secretary of that institution, f.nd
also to be created a monsignor, ana

finally to be appointed Privy Chambtr-
lain to the Pope.

He. wi'S made Bishop of Cleveland
early in 1909, and on May 22 of that
year was formally consecrated to tha';
office in the Church of the American
College in Rome, pardinal Gotti of-
ficiating in the ceremony, assisted by
Bishop Kennedy, rector of the Amer¬
ican College, and Monsignor J. B. .vlor-
ris, coadjutor bishop of Little Rock.

In the ewelve years sinco thaJt tune
he had devoted him«elf with efficient
zeal to his episcopal duties and had
seen a marked growth of the Church
and its institutions in that diocese.
The Diocese of Cleveland coinprises
222 churches, 373 priests, and a Roman
Catholic population of about 432,000.
It was organized in April, 1847, and its
bishops have been Amadeus Rappe,
1847-70; Richard Gilmour, 1872-91;
Ignatius F. Horstmann, 1892-1908, and
John P. Farrelly, 1909-1921.

Archbishop Daugherty
To Reach Rome March l
Will Be Guest of American Col¬

lege, Where He Will Be Felici-
tated on Receiving Red Hat
ROME, Feb. 12..Archbishop Dennis

J. Dougherty is expected to arrive in
Rome the first of March. He will be
the guest of the American College, to
receive ceremonial visits and congrat-
ulations on his elevation to the Cardi¬
nalate from the chief officials of the
Papal- and civil courts, high prelates
and other friends and admirers.
These visits will follow the' secret

consistory, after Monsignor Dougherty
has received notice of his nomination
from the master of ceremonies, who
will be sent for this purpose by the
Pope, and after he has been to t'ne
Vatican to receive from the hands of
the Pope a Cardinal's hat.
